FALLUJAH, IRAQ I Targeting Americans with 
new audacity, insurgents hiding in a date 
palm grove shot down a Chinook helicop- 
ter carrying dozens of soldiers heading for 
home leave Sunday, killing 16 and wounding 
21 in the deadliest strike against U.S. forces 
since they invaded Iraq in March.

Episcopalians’ historic move 
likely to cause sects to split 

DURHAM, N.H. I The Episcopal Church became 
the first major Christian denomination to 
make an openly gay man a bishop, consecrat- 
ing V. Gene Robinson on Sunday as bishop 
of New Hampshire. The act almost certainly 
means disgruntled conservatives will break 
from the church. 

Conservatives have 
made moves to split the 
church over Robinson, 56, 
and leaders of the global 
Anglican Communion 
have said his consecration 
puts their global associa- 
tion, with 77 million mem- 
bers, in jeopardy. 

Two bishops spoke out against the con- 
secration during the ceremony, saying most 
bishops in the Anglican Communion will not 
recognize Robinson as a fellow bishop. 

In the consecration sermon. New 
Hampshire’s retiring Bishop Douglas Theuner 
said Robinson “will stand as a symbol of the 
unity of the church in a way none of the rest 
of us can” because he will “bring into our fel-

As some Calif, residents 
return home, Ridge 
decries ‘finger-pointing’ 

BIG BEAR LAKE, CALIF. I With the 
Southern California wildfires 
nearly contained, a wave of resi- 
dents Sunday returned to the San 
Bernardino Mountains to see if 
their homes survived one of the 
worst infernos. 

The blaze, known as the Old 
Fire, was 72 percent contained 
after burning more than 91,000 
acres and destroying 851 homes. 

In San Diego County, the 
281,000 -acre Cedar fire — the larg- 


est individual blaze in California 
history — was 90 percent contained 
Sunday after burning for six days. In 
all, five fires in three counties were 
not yet fully contained Sunday. 

In Claremont on Saturday, 
Secretary of Homeland Security 
Tom Ridge defended the Bush 
administration’s decision not to 
declare an emergency zone in 
Southern California forests before 
the fires erupted, and called for an 
end to “finger-pointing.” 

State officials have noted that 
Gov. Gray Davis in April asked fed- 
eral officials for $430 million to rid 
the forests of trees killed during 
California’s lengthy drought, (ap)

coming. Sen. Pat Roberts (R-Kan.), 
said on CNN’s “Late Edition.” 

White House acquiescence, on 
behalf of the National Security 
Council, came to committee staff 
late Friday along with word from 
the Pentagon that it also would 
cooperate, Roberts said. 

The committee’s top Democrat, 
Sen. Jay Rockefeller of West 
Virginia, told CNN he wants “to 
see the documentation before . . .

Guilty pleas expected 
from man believed to 
be Green River Killer 

SEATTLE I This week, a slight man 
with thick glasses, a man who has 
been married three times and is 
the father of one child, is to stand 
before a judge who will ask him at 
least 48 times how he pleads to sep- 
arate charges of murder. 

Each time, Gary Leon Ridgway 
will respond “guilty,” sources 
involved with the case have told 
The Associated Press. When it’s 
over Wednesday, he will have 
more murders on his record than 
any other serial killer in the nation’s 
history. And a mystery that con- 
founded detectives for two decades 


will come to a close. 

Ridgway, 54, a longtime painter 
at Kenworth Truck Co., is expect- 
ed to admit being the Green River 
Killer, named for the river south 
of Seattle where the first victims 
were found.

In day of tit-for-tat,

DAMASCUS, SYRIA I At a meeting 
in Damascus on Sunday, the for- 
eign ministers of Iraq’s neighbors 
— Syria, Iran, Turkey, Saudi Arabia, 
Kuwait and Jordan — and Egypt 
called for cooperation on control- 
ling Iraq’s porous borders. 

However, the ministers’ final 
communique made no direct ref- 
erence to cross-border infiltration. 
Instead, it expressed concern about 
the presence of terrorist groups in 
Iraq and the possibility that they 
might enter their own countries and 
urged U.S.-led occupation forces to 
restore security to the country.

U.S. Pushes 
U.N. to Pass 
Cloning Ban 

UNITED NATIONS I The United 
States is campaigning for a General 
Assembly vote on a resolution call- 
ing for a treaty to ban all forms of 
human cloning. 

The cloning issue has deeply 
divided the 191-nation General 
Assembly. A rival resolution intro- 
duced by Belgium and co-sponsored 
by 23 countries calls for a ban only 
on cloning to produce babies, leav- 
ing the question of human cloning 
for research and medical experi- 
ments to individual countries. 

The opposition to a total ban 
was initially led by France and 
Germany. They argue that there is

Companies attend 
trade fair hoping to 
boost sales to Cuba 

HAVANA I Florida fruit juices and 
North Carolina turkey are among 
products American companies are 
showing off in Cuba this week as 
they press to sell more farm prod- 
ucts to the communist island. 

The International Fair of 
Havana, which opened Sunday, 
features 71 American firms from 
18 states and Puerto Rico. The com- 
panies hope their displays will per- 
suade Cuban officials to buy more 
under an exception in a 42 -year 
U.S. trade embargo. 

The trade fair comes as Congress 
is trying to open Cuba to American 
travelers, a move that goes against 


both White House efforts to enforce 
the travel ban and the U.S. policy of 
isolating the communist country. 

Initially, Cuba refused to buy “a 
single grain of rice” under a 2000 
law that legalized the direct sales of 
America farm products to the island. 
Then U.S. officials offered Havana 
aid after Hurricane Michelle hit the 
island in 2001, and Cuban officials 
saw it as a goodwill gesture. 

Since then, Cuba has bought farm 
products from the US., hoping the 
new business partners will be able 
to push the U.S. government to

Since Chan started looking for 
an entry-level job in financial ser- 
vices more than a year ago, she has 
repeatedly stumbled over a com- 
mon requirement for many of these 
positions: a combined SAT score 
of at least 1300 out of a maximum 
1600. Ms. Chan’s combined score 
fell “somewhere in the 1200s,” even 
though she earned a 3.9 grade-point 
average in college. 



It’s not over when you get into college 
— now employers want SAT scores. 


The SATs are now following 
many people into the workplace 
as a defining performance mea- 
sure. Some companies that hire 
large numbers of fresh college 
grads have long asked about SAT 
scores, but many others took up the 
habit in recent years because of the 
dismal job market. Employers see 
the scores as one more way to dif- 
ferentiate among applicants. 

A number of ads placed by 
recruiters and staffing firms set 
clear SAT goals. Consider this 
recent ad on HotJobs.com for an 
entry-level, investment-banking 
position: “Minimum expectations 


include an overall score of 1350 on 
the SATs. ... You will be required 
to provide official scores and tran- 
scripts, so please do not respond if 
you do not meet the aforementioned 
requirements.” 

Morgan Denny, a partner in a 
New York search firm specializ- 
ing in financial services, says he 
has several clients who only want 
to see candidates who reached a 
certain SAT threshold, even if they 
have been out of high school for 10 
years. Because he realizes that some 
people are bad test takers, he con- 
tinues to show clients candidates 
who don’t meet the criteria but have 
other qualifications, he says. 

“The SAT is an annoyance for 
us and an annoyance for our can- 
didates; we believe there should be 
a balance,” Mr. Denny says, kemba j.

Socially responsible investing is 
thriving as a comparatively small 
but growing chunk of overall invest- 


ments. Assets in the 200 socially 
screened mutual funds total $162 
billion, up 19 percent from $136 
billion in 2001, according to a 
report released Wednesday by 
Social Investment Forum. More 
impressive is the $1.99 trillion in 
socially screened privately man- 
aged accounts — mostly institu- 
tional portfolios — which is up 
from $1.87 trillion two years ago 
and a more than fourfold increase 
since 1997. 

Most of the companies that 
socially responsible funds invest 
in aren’t small “tree-huggers,” 


they’re multibillion -dollar corpo- 
rations. The benchmark index for 
social investing, the Domini 400, 
incorporates about half the com- 
panies listed in the Standard & 
Poor’s 500. 

One of the fastest-growing areas 
of the trend is community investing, 
or investing in community devel- 
opment financial institutions that 
fund local nonprofit programs or 
small businesses. Those institutions’ 
assets rose to $14 billion in 2003, 
up 84 percent since 2001. 

Plenty of skeptics remain. Some 
professional investment advisers 
see socially responsible investing 
as a marketing ploy targeting the 
politically correct, in which fund 
companies can charge higher fees 
by claiming to act for the common

Q l have many more frequent 
flier miles than I can use. Is 
there a way I can donate some to 
charity? 

Yes. In fact, most major airlines 
offer ways for you to donate miles 
right from your frequent flier 
account. And some charities like 
the Make-A-Wish Foundation let 
donors give miles directly to them. 

But there’s one important 
caveat: Unlike gifts of money, 
stock, clothing or household 


goods, donating miles won’t get 
you a tax deduction. The Internal 
Revenue Service decided that 
earning frequent flier miles isn’t 
like earning money: You don’t pay 
taxes on them when you get them, 
and by the same token you can’t 
take a deduction when you give 
them away. 

An easy way to donate miles 
is right through the airlines. The 
Web sites of several major carri- 
ers will tell you how to do this.

Another way to give frequent 
flier miles away is to make a 
pledge to a charity to redeem 
miles for a ticket, which the char- 
ity could auction off to the highest 
bidder, just like restaurants offer 
gift certificates at church raffles.

PERSONALITY I Bubba Sparxxx’s 
voice is a weird mixture of southern 
drawl and urban slang.

my first album. But look, this 
is me. If y’all think that where I 
come from is a joke, you haven’t 
seen country yet.

I want to 
see a day when the southern states 
aren’t 40-to-50th in the US. for edu- 
cation and stuff You’ve gotta bring 
those issues to light.

MUSIC I The much-anticipated 
reunion of Iggy Pop’s groundbreak- 
ing Stooges packs the primordial 
whomp you’d expect, at least on the 
first of the four tracks that appear 
on “Skull Ring” (Virgin). 

“Little Electric Chair” has all the 
signatures — the guitar slash, the 
syncopated hand claps, the dogged, 
slightly clunky drums, the whoop 
and snarl from the singer. 

From there, though, they play 
against type, for better and worse.

What is it like to moderate 
such a debate and how difficult is it 
to maintain control? 

It’s like herding cats. Nine can- 
didates in 90 minutes is tough even 
when they are not ignoring the pre- 
agreed time limits, which they were. 
But I do hope these debates pro- 
vide some flashes of insight for 
viewers about how these candi- 
dates respond, feint, attack, when 
under pressure. 

Do you think the administration 
is overall feeling better (econom- 
ic numbers) or worse (Iraq) than it 
was a few weeks ago? 

I suspect the 7-2 percent jump in 
the gross domestic product went a 
long way to taking the sting out of 
a difficult week in the Iraq front. 
But they sound as if they recognize 
that both an economic rebound and 
long-term success in Iraq could still 
be “a long, hard slog.”
